So says a letier carrier work- 
ing a route in the central part of the 
city. "1 have seen postal clerks spend 
two or three minutes trying.to make 
out the address on a blue envelope, and 
then uot be altogether certain that they 
were right; and the worst of It Is that 
wheu they make a mistake aud mis- 
tend a letter the blunder Is charged up 
agaiust diem and their standing is im- 
paired, when the fault was uot really 
theirs, but that of the lirui or person 
mailing the letier. White or light col- 
ored envelopes are jtist as cheap as tilue 
or green. Black ink doesn't cost any 
more thau the pule kind, and some 
day the Postal Department will make 
a ruling that will prevent the use of 
these blue and green envelopes, on the 
ground that It costs too mucn lime to 
decipher the writing on them.

never heard of anybody's eyes being 
seriously damaged from trying to make 
out the addresses, bul I have no doubt 
that there are such cases. The postal 
clack's eyes are one of his chief aseels, 
aud when they give out the only thing 
for him to do is to lind another job."

Dolls of Ancient Times. 


Princess Clementine of 
Belgium, 


youngest daughter of King Leopold, in 
certainly a girl to be euvira. She has 
the uiott wouderful collection of dolls 
in the world. Not lo beeeln'sb about 
them, however, she has permitted 
them to be placed on exhibition for the 
benelit of trie Calvary Guild for Poor 
Tuberculous Patients iu Brussels. 


It la a most interesting exhibit, not 


only to children, but interesting In au 
historical sense to older people. For 
here are dolls of every couutry and of 
every time—dolls that the little Baby- 
lonian maidens played with reunifies 
before Christ was born; strange dolls 
from Greenland, carved out of boue, a 
wooden Feins-inn doll, a paper doll 
from India, Greek dolls aud Itouian. 
Truly the love of dolls is the touch of 
nature that makes all girl children Kin. 


The Greek dulls lu this collection are 


rare specimens, fur uot uiauy of these 
dolla have survived the lapee of time. 
Apparently, the dolls of aucienl Greece 
were quite as luxurious as the most up- 
to-date Paris doll, for those Iu PriuceM 
Clementine's family have clothes made 
to put ou aud take oil', beds of their 
own, even doll housed with furulture 
aud dishes lu them. The itomau dolls 
areeven more antique. They are made 
of ivory, wax aud clay, aud their little 
arms and legs are jointed, just like a 
modern doll. The Babylonian dolls are 
wonderfully carved 
tluy figure* of 


Ivory. Some are of terra cotta; Tltese 
dolls are the oldest iu the collection. 
ItiBstrauge to think of these small 
puppets, once the cherished children of 
some little maidens at Babylon, lying 
for centuries iu the ruins of that city, 
to be exhumed at last and given to a 
princess of the twentieth century. 


There is a Fingo native doll from the 


Orange Free State lu the collection, 
which recalls a pretly custom lliete 
people have. They are wooden ligures, 
rudely carved, but they mean a good 
deal, for wheu a Fingo girl Is twelve 
she receives a doll, and she keeps it 
and nurses It uutil she becomes tlit 
mother of a real child. 


The original doll that gave FreUbtl' 


their name for (igll—"poupee"—is a 
member of thin collection. An Itallau 
from Padua, named Pusello, brought 
this doll aud a number oi others to the 
Freuch 
court during tile' relgu of 


Charles VI. The dolls were ail made 
iu Imitation of women of aucleut 
Rome, aud the Image of Poppea—the 
woman Nero did to death with a kick, 
lii that gentle little way of bls^-so ap- 
pealed lo the Klug wheu he saw it (tint 
he bought 
it. "Poppen" the court 


called it, aud poppea, and by slow 
transitions poupee, all dolls thereafter 
made became. 


A fascinating family, that of Princess 


Clementine. It is good to remember 
that, thuugh nations rise aud fall aud 
civilizations grow old and die, always 
the girl child nurses her doll.—N. Y.

The Ingredients are dissolved In two 


or three gallons uf water aud put into 
the usual t u b u f water. 


A soda bath is es[>eclHlly cooling 


when the blood and skin are nested 
and bus beneficial results. Common 
bicarbonate of soda U used, aud four or 
live ounces are put Into the tub of clear 
water, the temperature of which is uot 
hign, says Hie New York Evenlug Tel- 
egram. Soap may be used with this, 
but a loug soaking of the body is belter.
